I urge all of the people who have the Jarvis-Gann 
petitions to limit property taxes to send them to our main 
office or our county chairmen so that we have them in 
our hands by December 2, 1977. We have several hundred 
tho>usand petitions out and they are useless if we do not 
get them returned to us in time to file them on the due 
date, so that the people will be able to vote on how much 
taxes they will have to pay. 

Those poltlcians who are so violently opposed to this 
people’s petition are convinced that the people must not 
be allowed to vote on their own taxes. They hope to keep 
the people’s noses out of the government. They allege that 
the only right the people have is to pay whatever taxes 
are Imposed upon them, andi are to keep their mouths 
shut, no matter what the elected politicians do. 

They want a government of, for atid by elected offi¬ 
cials, they are dead opposed to anything that provides a 
government of, for and by the people, and they believe 
the only function of an American citizen is to be an 
unlimited source for taxation, imposed upon them by tem¬ 
porarily elected officials. 

Fortunately for the taxpayers, we once had a Gover¬ 
nor named Hiram Johnson who wsls astute enough and 
foresighted enough, to have written into our state con¬ 
stitution, the right of the people to control their own 
government, by petition and constitutional amendment. 

Governor Johnson knew then that one day, if th,e 
people were deprived of their basic rights to control their 
government, they would lace absolute control over the 
citizens by elected office holders. 

This time and this state of affairs has arrived. Today 
there is absolutely no limit to the amount of tax raises 
elected officials can extort from the people. The reason 
we have unlimited taxes is that we have unlimited gov¬ 
ernment. 

Unless the people sign and qualify, then vote the 
Jarvis-Gann petition into law I predict 50 per cent prop¬ 
erty tax raises each year will surely be imposed upon 
home and property owners. Signing your name on a peti¬ 
tion could very well keep you from signing your name 
on two checks each year for twice as much tax money 
as you now pay. A call to 936-4082 could help save you 
this coming pain. 

Remember December 2 is the last day! 

We are right down to the wire on getting signatures 
for Jarvis - Gann one per cent property tax limitation peti¬ 
tions. Because of the Thanksgiving day holiday, we can 
still accept petitions until the morning of December 2, 
1977. We urge those who have signed petitions to deliver 
Orem personally to the various county chairmen around 
the state. 

For information as to where to return them read the 
list on top of the iretition. You can telephone 936-4982 or 
936-3318 or 988-8738 in the San Fernando Valley or 925-1000 
in the South Bay Area. Every circulator can sign his name 
on one petition, must sign as circulator at the bottom of 
each petitidn he has had other people sign. Petitions not 
in by December 2, 1977 are not good. 

We are very close to success, and every single .name 
we get is very important. If we make it this Christmas 
will be very good for the taxpayers, as will many other 
days to come.

There is little evidence that elected officials under¬ 
stand wihat prudent spending is. In the past 10 years 
the tax spending disease has expanded far more than the 
rate of inflatioin. Elected officials think the only cure 
for this disease is to throw tax money at it, a delusion 
that simply makes the disease much, worse. 

The last session of the Legislature passed, and the 
Governor signed S.B. 90, which empowered School Boards 
to raise property taxes as much as ten per cent per year, 
with neither a vote of the people, or any other say by 
the people whatsoever. This action was another indica¬ 
tion that elected officials are determined to shut off the 
people’s voice in governmental affairs. Tax, tax, tax, spend, 
spend, spend, re-elect, re-electe and re-elect. 

When the property tax limitation is placed upon the 
June ballot, the people will, for the first time in many 
years, have the opportunity to vote themselves the control 
of how much taxation they are willing to bear. They can, 
if they will, return our state once more to a government 
of, by and for the people. Another chance may never come. 

We Certainly Agree 

County Sui>erivsors have approved a motion by Super¬ 
visor Kenneth Hahn that the Grand Jury be requested to 
Investigate a Los Angeles Municipal Court -judge’s dis¬ 
missal of a $6.5 million narcotics case. 

Judge Antonio Chavez dismissed the case against four 
suspects because law enforcement officers allegedly served 
a search warrant ten minutes past a legal time limit. 

State law indicates that a search warrant can be 
served only between the hours of 7 a.m. and 10 p.m. unless 
good cause is shown to the court for authorizing service 
at any time. 

Two police officers in the case testified in court they 
served the warrant within the time limit at 9:45 p.m. 
However, Judge Chavez believed a defense witness who 
claimed the warrant was served at 10:10 p.m., Hahn said. 

"Something is wrong in this case. One can only imagine 
how many lives would be wrecked with $6.5 million worth 
of dope, and the additional holdups, murders and bur¬ 
glaries this kind of case could cause," Hahn asserted. 

The Grand Jury should conduct a full investigation 
of this case in an effort to prevent any future situation 
that may jeopardize the health, sofety and lives of many 
citizens, Hahn stressed. 

Taxes Up! 

The average pter-capita state and local tax burden 
nationwide hit $731 in fiscal 1975-76, up from $664 the 
year before. Increases were recorded In every state, with 
Alaska easily outdistancing all others with a per-capita 
Increase of $1,054, bringing its total per-capita burden to 
$1896. The median burden nationwide for 1975-76 came 
to $671, up $59 from 1974-75.

Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
tp assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And mate 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 

pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). i 

3. Because of all these variables. Little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and bo^. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger tb try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users inay be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 


Q. — My hxisband passed 
away nine months ago and 
left me $125,000 in a few 
banks. However, the income 
from this is only about 
seven per cent, which in to¬ 
day’s cost of living, isn’t 
much. I would appreciate if 
you would be so kind as to 
give me your opinion in re¬ 
gard to where I could in¬ 
vest about $100,000 and get a 
better return even if I have 
to invest it for ten to fifteen 
years. Since I am in. my six¬ 
ties, I am not interested In 
growth but in income. 

A. — You can get eight per 
cent or a little better on 
good grade corporate bonds 
and your bank or broker 
could help you select some 
of these. Higher rates are 
available but this is at an 
ircrease in risk. If I were 
you, I would be inclined to 
consider buying an annuity. 
You should be able to pur¬ 
chase an annuity which 
would guarantee you for life 
about $7.50 per moriith foi 
every $1,000 you pay. $100,- 
000 would give you $750 per 
month or $9,000 per year. 
With such a plan, there 
would be no remainder for 
your estate. ’There are var¬ 
ious kinds of annu i t i e s 
where, depe.nding upon the 
length of your Ufe, some I'e- 
mainder would go to your 
estate, but this will be at the 
expense of a smaller pay¬ 
ment per month. Part of the 
money you receive each 
month in an annuity is a 
retiuTi of your capital and 
is consequently tax free. 
About 63 per cent of the 
payment mentioned above, 
would be tax free. 


Q. — My broker has sug¬ 
gested I sell a stock I have 
a loss in to establish a tax 
loss for income tax purjwses 
and put the money in. an- 
c-lher stock. Would this be 
a good idea? 

A. — To me, there are two 
things to consider. Is the 
tax savings worthwhile and 
will you have equal or great¬ 
er opportunity in the new 
stock your purchase. First 
check and see Just how m,uch 
the sale will reduce your 
taxable income. If it reduces 
it by $1,000 and your tax rate 
is 35 per cent, then you will 
liave a gross savings of $350. 
To do the buy and sell trans¬ 
actions, it will cost you 
money. Say you are working 
with a principal of $2,000. 
then, you will have a buy and 
sell commission on that sum. 
If it would be 214 per ce.nt, 
the total commissions would 
be $100 and your net savings 
would be $250. 

One idea in making a tax 
switch is that you can switch 
into a stock that wiU have 
the same or better apprecia¬ 
tion and income potential as 
the one you switch cut of. 
That, of course, requires the 
,use of careful judgment and 
no guarantee goes with your 
decisions. ’The tax savings 
results from reducing the tax 
basis of your secuirty and 
should your new purchase 
appreciate, as you hope It 
will, you will wind up pay¬ 
ing the tax at a later date.

Dow Jones Indiusrial Aver¬ 
ages could be 4029 by the 
year 2000. Don’t you think 
that is ridiculously high? 

A. — I’ll admit that when 
you have experien c e d a 
stockmarket like we have 
had in recent years, any sug¬ 
gestion of a sizeable upward 
movement in stock prices 
draws questions about one’s 
sanity. However,' there are a 
lot of things that you can 
look at that suggest that In 
a 20 to 22 year period such 
a change could take place. 
There is no guarantee that it 
will, but at the same time, 
there are a number of rea¬ 
sons for believing it could 
happen. For instance, in the 
20 year period from 1946 to 
1966, the average of the Dow 
at the high increased from 
190.82 to 878.11 or by 4.9 
times. An inverease of that 
magnitude would take our 
recent 800 to 3900. ’The year 
of 1946 was one where there 
had been many previ o u s 
years of stockmarket dis¬ 
couragement such as we 
have had preceeding the cur¬ 
rent times and a slow re¬ 
building of confidence had 
started to take place. 

Long term studies of the 
market have shown that the 
averages moved ahead 7 to 
9 per cent a year. Allmon 
reached his conclusion by 
projecting forward at the 7 
per cent rate. Thus, his pro¬ 
jection has the support of 
history. 

A third procedure that 
supports Allmcn’s projection 
is an extension of earnings 
per share of the corporations 
in the averages up to 2,000 
and then applying a reason¬ 
able price-earnings ratio to 
them. In the 20 years from 
1948 to 1968, tho.se eaming.s 
went from $23.07 to $57.89 or 
a 2% times Increase. The 
price - earnings ra t i o, at 
which they sold, went from 
7.8 to 15.4. If you can see 
this year’s earnings p e r 
share of about $100 increa¬ 
sing to $250 by 2000 and 
selling that year at 15.4, the 
Dow would be at 3850. If 
we really had an exuberant 
market at that time, it would 
be selling at 17 to 20 times 
earnings and Allmon’s pro- 
jecion would be easily sur¬ 
passed. 

As ■wild as it may seem 
at this particular time, it is 
not only possible hut likely 
that the Dow somewhere 
near the year 2000, will sell 
in the area of Allmon’s pro¬ 
jection if normal business 
and stockmarket conditions 
prevail.

If It’s Glass . . . We Fix It! 
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Termites Swarming To Find New Location For Attack 


Recently, a numb e r of 
liomeovvners expressed con¬ 
cern about swarms of stranf^e 
insects flying around their 
homes. They described them 
as being about three-eights 
of an inch long (Including 
wings), dark - brown to 
brownish - black with 
smoke • gray wings. Other 
homeowners reported finding 
little piles of insect wings on 
window sills, but did not see 
any insects. 

Shedding seme light on fne 
Rubject Carl Koehler, ento¬ 
mologist with the Univer¬ 
sity of California Coopera¬ 
tive Extension, says the 
swarming Insects are sub¬ 
terranean termlts, common 
in California, which invade 


homes and destroy wood. 

At certain times each year, 
on a warm sunny day after 
after a substantial rain, some 
males and females from a 
colony of termites grow 
wi.ngs and fly to different 
locations where they mate, 
shed wings, build nests, and 
develop new colonies. The 
other members of the old 
colony remain in the old 
,nest. They are all wingless. 

Swarming termites, says 
Koehler, are definite proof 
that a colony is .nearby but 
does not necessarily mean 
that damage Is being done in 
(he home. If pieces of wood 
are strewn or buried be- 
.neath the house duri,ng con¬ 
struction, the insects will 


feed onr those and may not 
attempt to attack wood in 
the home — until the supply 
is exhausted. 

Finding large .numbers of 
wings inside the house, 
however, is usually evidence 
of infestation in the home, 
says Koehler. He encourages 
homeowners to have a thor¬ 
ough inspection made by a 
licensed pest control opera¬ 
tor to locate and control the 
pests before they do costly 


damage. 

He discourages a do-it- 
yourself job, explaining that 
the termites are difficult to 
find since they work on the 
wood from inside, and travel 
tlirough tubes as far as 20 
feet or more. Also, It is a 
messy job as a person would 
have to crawl through 
cramped spaces and dirty 
places. This Is one time when
